One Perſon of the Father is, 
another of the Son, 

Another perſon proper of 
the holy Ghoſt alone, 

Of Father, Son, and holy Ghoſt, 
but one the Godhead 1s : 

L'ke Glory, coeternal eke 
the Majeſty likewiſe. 


Such as the Father is, ſuch is 
the Son in each degree : 
And ſuch alſo we do beleeve 

the holy Ghoſt to be, 
Uncreate 1s the Father, and 
uncreate is the Son, 
The holy Ghoſt uncreate, fo 
uncreate 15 each one. 


Incomprehenfible Father 1s, 
incomprehenſible Son, 

And comprehenſible alſo is 
the holy Ghoſt of none. 

The Father is eternal, and 
the Soneterval ſo, 

And in like ſort eternal is 
the holy Ghoſt alſo. 


And yet though we beleeve that each 
of theſe eternal be: _ 

Yet there but one Eternal is, 
and Aagt Eternals threes 


Quicunque unlt. 5 


As ne incomprehenſible we, 
ne yet uncreate three, 

Bur one incomprehenſible, one 
uncreate hold to be, 


Almighty ſo the Father is, 
the Son Almighty ſo, 

And inlike fort Almighty is 
the holy Ghoſt alſo, 

And albeit that every one 
of theſe Almighty be ; 

Yet there but one Almighty is, 
and not Almighties three, 


The Father God is, God the Son, 
God holy Ghoſt alſo ;

For as we are compell'd to grant 
by Chriitian verity, 

Bach of the perſons by himſelf 
both God and Lord to be ; 

So Catho'tck religion 
forbiddeth us __ 

That either Gods be three, or thre 
there Lords be three, to ſay. 


Of none the Father is, ne made, 
ne create, nor begot : 

The Son is of the Father, not 
create, ne made, but got : 

The holy Ghoſt is of them both, 
the Farher and the Son ; 

Ne made, ne create, nor begot, 
but doth proceed alone. 


So we one Father hold, not three, 
one Son alſo, not three ; 

One holy Ghoſt alone, and not 
three holy Ghoſts to be. 

None in this Trinity before 
nor after other 1s : 

Ne greater any then the reſt, 
ne lefler be likewiſe, 


But every one among themſelves 
of all theperſons three, 
Together coeternalall, 
and all coequal be. 
So Unity in Trinity, 
as (aid it is before, 
And Trinity in Unity 
in all chings we adore. 


Therefore what man ſoevyer that 
{alvation will attain, 

This faithtouching the Trinicy 
of force he mult retain. :

children of God : Who when the fulneſs. of 
time Was come, Was conceived by the power 
of the holy Ghoſt, born of the virgin Mary 
according to the fleſh, and preached in earth 
the goſpel of ſalvation : till at length by ty-

rarny of the prieſts, he was guiltleſs' con- 
dertined der  Gerere Pilate then Preſident 
of Jewry, [and moſt flanderoully hanged ion 
the crofs between two theeves, 252 notorious 
treſpaſſer;where taking upon him the puniſh» 
metit of our ſins, he delivered us from the 
curſe of the law. And foraſmuch as he being 
onely God could nor feel death, neither be- 
ing  onely man could- overcome death ; he 
joyned both together , and ſuffered his hu- 
maniry to be puniſhed wich'molt crue] death, 
feeling in himſelf the anger and ſevere judge- 
ment of God ,even as he had beenin extreme 
rorments of hell, and therefore cried with a 
loud voice, My God, my God, why baſÞ thou for= 
ſaken me? Thus of his mercy Without compul- 
ſion, he offered up himſelf as the onely ſacri- 
fice to purge the fins of allthe world : So that 
all other ſacrifices for finare blaſphemous, 
and derogate from the ſufficiency hereof. 
' Which death albeit ir did ſufhcjently recon- 
cile us to God, yet the Scriptures commonly 
do attribute cur regeneration to his reſurre- 
Eon, For as by riling again from the grave 
the third day, he conquered death; even ſo 
the victory of our faith ſtandeth 1n his reſur- 
rection: and therefore without the one we 
cannot feel the benefits of the other, For as 
by his death fin was taken away, ſo our righ=- 
reouſnels was reſtored by his reſurrection. 
And becauſe he would accompliſh all things 
and take poſſeſſion for us jn his kingdom, he 
aſcended into heaven to enlarge the ſame 
kingdom by the abundant power of his Spi- 
rit, by whom we are moſt aflured of his con- 
tinual interceſſion toWards God the Father 
for us. And although he be in heaven as 
touching his co: poral Preſence, where the 
Father hath now ſet him at his right hand , 
committing unto him the adminiſtration of 
all things as well in heaven above as in the 
earth beneath, yet is he preſent with us his 
members, evento the end of the world, in 
preſcrving and governing us With his effettu- 
al power and grace; Who, when all things 
are fulfilled which God hath ſpoken by the 
mouth of all his prophets ſince the world be-

Yet notwithſtanding it isnot dufficient tO 
believe that God is omniporent and merct- 
ful, thar Chriſt hath made ſatisfaCtion , or 
that the hcly Ghoſt hath his poWer and effect, 
except we do apply the ſame benefits to us 
which are Gods eleft, 1 believe therefore 
and confeſs one holy Church; which (as 
members of | Jeſus Chriſt the onely Head 
thereof) conſent 1n faith, hope and charity, 
uſing the gifts of God , whether they be rem- 
poralor ſpiritual, to the profit and further- 
ance of the ſame. Which Church is not ſeen 
to manseye, bur onely known to God : Who 
of the loit ſons of Adam, hath ordained ſome 
as veſſels of wrath to damnation , and hath 
choſen others as veflels of his mercy to be la- 
ved; the which jn due time he calleth to in- 
regrity of life, and godly converſation, ta 
make them a glorious Church in himſelf, 
But that-Church which is viſible and: ſeen to 
the eye, hath three tokens and marks Where- 
by it may be known. Firſt, the word of God 
contained in the old and new teſtament : 
W hich as it is above the authority of the 
ſame Church, and onely ſufficiens to inſtruct 
us 1n al] things concerning falvation ; fo 1s K 
left for all degreesof men, to read and under- 
ltand, For without this word, neither Church, 
Counci), nor Dectee can eſtabliſh any poinr 
touching ſalvation, The ſecond 1s the holy 
Sacraments, to wit, of Bzptiſm, and the 
Lords Supper, Which Sacraments Chriſt 
hath left punto us as holy figns and ſeals of his 
promiles. For as by Baptiſm orce received, 
1s ignited, that we (as well infants, as others 
of ageand diſcretion) beirg ftravgers from 
God by original fty, are received into his fa- 
mily and congregation, With fullafſurance 
that although this root of fin lic hid in us, yer 
tothe eleCt it ſhall not be imputed: ſothe Sup- 
per declareth, that God as a mcſt provideut 
Father doth not onely feed our bodies, bur 
alſo ſpiri:ually nouritheth our ſouls with the 
graces ard benefits of Jeſus Chriſt, which 
the Scripture calleth eating of his fleſh, and 
drinking of his bloud. Netther muſt we in 
the adminiſtration of theſe Sacraments fol- 
low mars fantafie; but as Chriſt him{elf hath 
ordained, ſo muſt they be miniltred , and by 
ſuch as by ordinary vccation are thereuato 
called, Therefore whoſoever reſerveth ard: 
worthippeth theſe Sacraments, or contrart- 
wite contemneth them 1intime and place,pro» 
cuteth to himſelf damnation, The third 
mark of this Church is Eccleſiaſtical Diſci- 
plinez Which ftandeth in admonition , and 
correEtion of faults. The final end whereof 
is excommunication by the _ conſent of the 
Church determined, if the « ffender be ob- 
ſtinate, And beftdes this Ecclefiaſtical Di- 
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Church 2/polirick Magiſtrate, who. miniſtreth 


_ toevery man-juſtice » defending the good, 


and puniſhing the evil; ro whom we mult 
render honour and obedience in all things 
Which are aot contrary to the word of God. 


And as Moſes, Ezechias, Jofias, and other 
good rulers purged the Church of God from 


ſuperſtition and idolatry : ſo the defence of 
Chriſts Church appertaineth to Chriſtian ma- 


giltrates, againſt all idolaters and hereticks as 


Papiſts, Anabaptiſts, with ſuch like l;'mbs of 
Antichriſt, to root our all doCtrine of devils 
and men; asthe maſs, purgatory, limbus p4- 
run, prayers tolaints, and for the dead, free- 
will, diſtinction of meats , apparel and days, 
voWs of ſingle life, preſence at idoi-lervice, 
mans merits, With ſuch like, which draws us 
from the ſociety of Chriſts Church wherein 
K3ndeth onely remiſſion of fins, purchaſed by 


Chriits blaud co all them that believe, whe-

vers, 


ther they be Jews or Gentiles, and.Jead us to 
a vain.confidence: in; creatures , Jhd truſt iq 
our; own: imaginations. The puniſhment 
whereof although God oftentimes deterreth 
in this life, yet afterthe general reſurreCticn, 
when our ſouls and bodies ſhall riſe again to 
immortality , they ſhall be damned to un- 
uenchable fire;3,'and then we which have 
forſaken all mens wiſdom. to cleave uaco 
Chriſt, ſhalt hear the joyful voice, Come ye 
bl-ſſed of my Father , inherit the kingdom prepared 
for you from the beginning of the world 3 and (0 
{thall gocriumphing with him in body and ſoul 
to remain eyerlaſtingly in glory , Where we 
ſhall ſee God face to face, and ſhall no more 
need to inſtru one another ; we ſhall all 
know him from the higheſt co the loweſt. To 
whom with the Son and the holy Ghoſt, be all 
raiſe , honour, and glory, now and ever. 50
